A gasoline farm tractor which works 
on the principle of a squirrel cage has | 
been invented and tried out by 4 Con-,; 
necticut farmer. It consists mainly|. « 
of a wheel, 5ft Gin, in diameter, witu 
a tread of 30in., which rolls along the 
ground propelled by a 12-15 h.p. gaso- | 
line engine inside. The motor is} 
mounted on four wheels fitted with 
gears and a clutch, like a tiny auto- 
mobile, and propels the large wheel 
by continually trying to climb the in- 
side surface of the wheel like a squir- 
rel in a cage. The tractor was de- 
signed to draw cultivators, plows, and 
other farm implements, and can be 
driven between rows, up hills, and 
around sharp corners; but it can also 
be geared higher to draw a wagon or 
buggy on the road.. Mounted on a 
frame or cradle, it can be used as ¢. 
handy power plant for running corn 
shellers, etc. Built with a  52-in. 
wheel, this machine weighs about 1,250 
lb., and reports of tests made with it 
indicate a high degree of efliciency.

During the French rerolution among 
those who believed In securing certain 
reforms from the king was Edmond 
@e Bouvier, a younger son of Count 
de Bouvier. Ho: was enthusiastic for 
the cause until it passed into the 
hands of those who were infuriated, 
like wild animals, by the taste of 
blood; then he wished to withdraw. 
He was thinking of leaving France 
when he reccived the appointment of 
judge, before whom persons who were 
to be got rid of would be brought for 
condemnation. ~ 

De Bouvier wae horrified, suspectin 

that the appointment had been given 
him with a view to sending him to 
the guillotine on a charge.of sympa:

Pulling a Couple of Strips Between the | 

Fingers Changes Them. 

If you will cake two thin lengths of 
celluloid, put them in contact and then 
suddenly and rapidly pull them be 
tween sour fingers you will observe | 
they both have become electrified—not | 
only on thelr outside surfaces, where | 
the friction of your fingers caused a | 
negative electrification, but also on the 
toner surface of the cellulvid. 

The strange part abont this is that 
one of the Inner surfaces of the piece 
(s positively charged and the other one 
Is negatively charged. If one of them 
(s slightly curved during the friction 
the convex one will be positively 
charged and the cancave sided one will 
be negatively charged. 

It seems, therefore, to depend upon 
whether the surface is concave or 

rhether {t is convex—depressed or ex- 

inded—to produce negative or pos!- 

e electricity. Even the most minute, 
perceptible curvature is sufficient to 
give the expected result. [t aiso is im- 
possible to pull the strips of celluloid 
through the fingers withuit producing 
such strong electrification that one 
plece will support the other. 

Even the vapor pressure of liquids is 
strovger ut the convex surface than at 
the concave. If electrons are consid- 
ered as particles of yns dissolved in 
tolids—as they once wcre—or as nega- 
tive electricity, there will be u greater 
tendency for the electrons to escupe 
from tbe convex side, which therefore 
will bo left positively charged. ‘This 
also ts in perfect accord with the lutest 
cesearches upon electrons.

Delanney's Big Scheme For Im- 
proving the French Capital, 
Since Baron Waiissmaun remodeled 
Paris in the days of Napoleon 11. at 

a cost of $500,000.000 no such stupen- 

Gous alterations as MM. Marcel Delan- 

ney proposes have been considered for 

the French metropolis, 

M. Delanncy fs prefect of the Seine. 
His scheme fnvolves the widening of 
Many streets. the destruction of un- 
sightly shantics and the erection in 
their places of model houses to be paid 
for in part out ‘of $40,000,000 already 
appropriated for this purpose by the 
municipal council, the limiting of the 
height of buildings to the width of 


| the street on which they are situated 


and the laying out-of forty-seven ad- 
ditional public gardens, making a total 
of 128 of these institutions, or more 
than London has. 

“Le Grand Paris.” as Delanney calls 
his proposal, also involves the develop- 
ment of the suburbs, where there will 
be a sudden acquisition of space after 
the fortifications have been destroyed. 
A large appropriation has already been 
made to wipe out these fortitications, 
which now serve only to provide lairs 
for the riffraff of laris, but the prefect 
of ‘the Seine wants a further $100,- 
000,000 to construct parks and flower 
beds where the old defenses vow are. 
He would convert the open spaces 
about the city and the bills of the 
Belne, Marne and Oise rivers into huge 
gardens connected by a promenade 
about twenty-five miles in lencth. 

At present there are nearly 200 in- 
habitants to the acre in Paris, twice 
as many as {in London. The coustrue- 
tion of “Le Grand Paris” would give 
the city nearly six times us much ter- 
titory as it has at present, reducing 
this congestion and thereby lowering 
rents and the cost of living.—Outlook.

Will Cut Wood Veneer Better Than 
Steel and are Widely Used 


Circular saws made »f paper, for 
use in making veneer and fine furni- 
ture, are being tuyned out in a factory 
in England. Thin plates of wood cut 
by these saWs are so finely finished 
that cabinet makers do not have to 
plune them at all before they are 
used. Such saws were originally 
shown at an English exposition and 
are manufactured from compressed pa- 
per. Indeed, compressed paper of such 
hardness hag been made in England 
that it-has been used in place of build- 
ing stone. Sxperiments in the manu- 
facture of car wheels from compress- 
ed paper have been made for several 
years in America, but the product 
has pever competed seriously with tho 
ordinary steel wheels. It is only in 
the production of certain irticles as 
the veneer saws that any advantage Is 
found.
